A coroner's autopsy shows that, there was no foul play 
Involved in the death last Saturday of Frances Adrlie 
Walsh, 33, of 1551 W. 221st St.

The Torrance woman was declared a victim of drown­ 
ing after an investigation by Palos Vcrdes Estates Police. 

She wan found among the
rocks in the ocean on Bluff 
Cove below the 700 block of 
paseo del Mar.

The dead woman was dis­ 
covered by Dr. Stuart A. 
Marsee. president of El Ca­ 
mino College, about 2 p.m. 
Saturday.

Marsee said he was taking 
his usual weekend walk 
down the beach when he 
spotted the /-orpse lying face 
down on the rocks above! 
the water line.

Mrs. Walsh, a mother of 

four minor children, ages 2, 
4, 13 anrl 14 had seemed in 
"good spirits" a short time

might be found.

Fire Department Explains
Types of Equipment Used

The Fire Department, has four important pieces of 

equipment which aid not only in extinguishing fires, but 
in providing emergency medical treatment, according to 
C'a plain Walter B. West.

The resuscitator car, which provdes medical aid, Is 
furnished with

medical equipment. Design­ 
ed lor speed, the panel car 
contains such equipment as 
gas masks, breathing appar­ 
atus and ropes. Then men 
who operate the emergency 
car are trained in advanced 
medical techniques.

The trucks containing the 
hose and pump carrier de­ 
velop the needed pressure 
to subdue flames in fire 
fighting. Known as pump­ 
ers, the trucks have three 
functions: self-contained wa­ 
ter supply with high pros- 
sure hose, hydrant pumps 
in the hose bed and ladders, 
HUP of which is 8*> feet in 
length.

The 8.1-fool hydiHiilieally 
operated metal aerial ladder 
is used to rescue individuals 
and to get on buildings.

"The. salvage .4ruck 1* of 
prime importance in any

fire since 50 to 90 per cent 
of the damage could be 
caused by smoke and water." 
stated fireman dreg Powell. 
"The truck, composed of 
such Items as a waterproof 
canvas, ropes, sawdust 
which absorbs water, a 
smoke ejector and patching 
equipment, is used to cut 
down on water and smoke 
damage. The firemen who 
work in this operation mop. 
sweep and carry out debris," 
Powell concluded.

All fire lighting vehicles 
have two-way radios from 
truck to truck and station 
to station. Fach of the four 
stations found at, Crenshaw 
and Carson, the Torrance 
Airport.

Tom 
Me Nary explained that after 
arraignments, the defendant 
is usually sent to the Coun­ 
ty Jail.

Police were called to ar­ 
rest Xirbes last Friday upon 
the request of his son, .lo- 
seph Xirbes. He informed au­ 
thorities after his father 
stated: "Call the Police, T 
have murdered your moth­ er."

After the Torrance Police 
arrester? Xirbes he remained 
in a stupor for a period of 
10 hours.

The Xirhes* children Jo­ 
seph. 10; .ludy. 1tt. and Bon- 
nie. 12. will be cared for by 
a close member of the fam­ 
ily, according to a friend 
who was at the house a few 
days after the tragedy.

Meanwhile Mrs. Xirbes 
was interred Tuesday at 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 5835 
W. Slauson, near Westches- 
ter following the recitation 
of rosary at St. Lawrence 
Catholic Church. Torrance.

Xirbes, a prominent busi­ 
nessman, will be bound over 
for a preliminary hearing in 
Superior Court if he is held 
to answer in Municipal 
Court Friday.
